In a previous article attention was 
called to the fact that very often a 
player should bid his own suit after a 
double by his partner, even if he is sure 
that his partner intends such double as 
a business double. The type of hand 
held and the bidding are the deciding 
factors —~ not the fact that partner 
has doubled for business. Some players 
say: “I never take my partner out of a 
business double’; but there should be 
no such word as “never” in Auction. 
The player who “never"’ does this or 
that is more apt to be wrong than right. 
Keep an open mind at all times and 
Icarn to use your own judgment. You 
know your own hand much better than 
your partner and are, therefore, in a 
much better position to decide what 
you should do with it. Here are two 
fine examples:

DRIVING TOO FAST ON CAL. 
GARY-EDMONTON HIGHWAY 


Before Mr. H. G. Scott, police mag- 
istrate, at Red Deer on Friday after- 
noon and evening, F. Peterson, of We- 
taskiwin, was charged with driving 
his car at an unreasonable rate of 
speed north through Blackfalds- on 
Sunday evening, July 21, the result of 
which was that he ran into H. Gali- 
peau’s (Burbank) car going west at 
an intersection, and swung it ropind 
into the ditch, reversing its direction: 
Mr. W. E. Payne, K.C., appeared for 
the Crown, and Mr. Alex. Knox, We- 
taskiwin, for the defendant. After con- 
siderable conflict of evidence, the 
magistrate found the accused guilty 
and fined him $40 and costs. He did 
not order a suspension of his driver’s 
license, as Mr. Knox put up a strong 
plea that he used the car in his busi- 
ness. 

The evidence for the Crown was 
given by H. Galipeau, the owner of 
the car hit; Sergt. Holmes, A.P.P.; 
James Plumb and F. R. Hamilton, 
while the only evidence for the de- 
fence was that of F. Peterson him- 
Self. Myr. Galipeau’s evidence was 
rather contradictory, as he became as 
excited under cross-examination as he 
was on the night of the accident. Af- 
ter the collision both the dTivers went 
back to the garage, and the aim of the 
defence was to substantiate their 
claim that Galipeau had admitted that 
he was responsible for the accident,

Peterson 
told the Sergeant he thought he had 
the right-cf-way as he was on. the 
main highway, and he expected the 
other man to stop as he was coming 
out of a lane. The witness pointed 
out that Peterson had not the right- 
of-way, and that Galipenu was using 
a regular village cross street, but Pet- 
erson refused to be convinced of this, 
even though Galipecu was willing to 
pay danages if he was in the wrong, 
but not otherwise.

It would seom that what the writ. 
ors of the Decluration of Indepon- 
dence call “n decent respect to the 
opintons of mankind’ ought to find 
some place in the consclousness of the 
Senate Finance Committee, now en- 
gaged in consideration of the new tar 
iff bill, Protests against the rates in 
this bill have now been filed with the 
State Department from thirty-eight 
nations, and they are’ still coming in. 
Many of these nations, it may be 
noted, are debtors to the United 
States for governmental loans, 
while in all of them are to be 
found heavy investments made by 
citizens of the United States. 

No tariff law could be expected to 
be popular abroad. The purpose of 
the tariff is to shut off as far as pos- 
sible imports from other countries in 
order that domestic manufacturers 
of the goods thus excluded may 
have a monopoly market, or one ap- 
proaching, a monopoly for their pro- 
duet. That any nation hay» the com- 
plete legal right to adopt such a policy 
goes without saying. Indeed, a great 
many of the nations protesting against 
the proposed American tariff them- 
selves maintain tariffs differing fram 
it only in degree, and possibly {in in- 
stances quite as high as any schedule 
now proposed at Washington. 

But while the United States is en- 
tirely within its rights in erecting any 
sort of a tariff barrier it may see fit, 
there is grave reason to «question 
whether the architects of this npar- 
ticular wall are not overreaching 
themselves; whether indeed they are 
not building a wall which ‘sill keep in 
potential exports to quite as great an 
extent as it keeps out the proffered 
imports of which a certain type of 
economists seems to he so much 
afraid. For the support of this tariff 
policy the arguments in vogue sixty 
years ago are cited, practically with- 
out adaptation to present-day condi- 
tions. But the conditions at the time 
when the protection tariff policy was 
adopted by the United States differ 
quite as much from thos2 existing at 
this time as do the cities of New 
Vork, Philadelphia and Chicago today 
from the same towns in 1860. Then, 
the United States was an agricultural 
nation, importing in the main needed 
maufactured goods. 

The tariff served its purpos2, and 
served it well, in building up a great 
home market which resulted in the 
establishment of the manufacturing 
industries of today. Then America 
had little to export except the pro- 
ducts of the farms. Today its factor- 
ies, and especially those in which the 
'process of mass production has been 
most fully developed, have a surplus 
which must be exported, or their or- 
ganizations will disintegrate. More-

SIXTH FORTNIGHTLY 
CROP REPORT 
(Issued by Dopartment of Agriculture, 

Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 

August 3, 1029), La 

Cutting of wheat will start carly 
next week and will be fairly genoral a 
week later in a number of districts in 
the province, according to telegraphic 
reports received on Friday by the De- 
partment of Agriculture for the sixth 
crop report of the season. Winter 
wheat cutting {s well under way in 
the south of the province and a very 
satisfactory yleld is reported. A good 
crop of spring wheat {ts also ripening 
and will yleld as high as 30 bushels 
per acre in somo southern districts. 

As the result of continued dry 
weather and hot winds during the past 
two weeks the prospective yleld, par- 
ticularly throughout the central part 
of the province, has suffered a further 
reduction. The wheat crop especially 
has been affected and much of the 
grain is so short In the straw that it 
cannot be harvested satisfactorily by 
the ordinary methods. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, however, is de- 
monstrating at a number of points in 
this area a binder attachment which 
will make it possible to save practic- 
ally all of this short grain, and many 
formers are adopting this system with 
very satisfactory results. 

Encouraging reports are rerefved 
trem the Peace River where the crops 
have been improved ny additlonal 
rainfall. The »%at ersp in the north 
gives promise of a good yield of a 
quality suitable for seed. 

The live stock situntion has been 
affected in some soetionus a2 the preov- 
ince and cattle sre buinz disposed of 
in view of the :nitad prospect of win- 
ter feed. In a fey districts it will be 
necessary to make provisi:m for eaddi- 
tional feed to carry lr-edcing stcck 
and work harses cvey winter but ar- 
rangements can be male to ship this 
in from other localitizs where hay and 
feed have been less s3riouslv 1educed. 

Cutting of the second crop of alfalfa 
has started in the south, and a some- 
what lighter yield than usual is being 
put up. Sugar beets are being irrigat- 
ed regularly and a good crop is prom- 
ised.

MILLIONS OF FEET OF TIMBER 
DESTROYED BY FLAMES 


Cealspur, Alta., Aug. 2.—Despite all 
200 men with adequate equipment can 
do, the most disastrous conflagration 
in years continues to wipe out stands 
of valuable timber throughout this 
district and is rapidly reducing one of 
the most beautiful sections of the 
Brazeau fcrest to a blackened waste. 

Millions of feet of potential timber 
is going up in smoke, and the man- 
pewer of the whole neighborhood has 
been requisitioned in an attempt to 
curb the fire demon. But the need for 
more men is urgent, and unless heavy 
rain comes soon the seriousness of the 
situation must continue to increase. 

Mines along the coal branch are 
being denuded of workers, and all 
surplus labor is being utilized in an ef- 
fort to combat more effctually the 
onslaughts of the fire. Their man- 
power withdrawn, it is expected the 
Foothills and Sterco mines will be 
compelled temporarily to suspend op- 
erations. 

The two hundred fire 
rownded up in the district are work- 
ing under the supervision of forest 
rangers and competent foremen, and 
pack trains comprising more than 
seventy horses have also been pressed 
Into service. : 

While reports from the west and 
north are encovracing, on the eastern 
and southern sides of the forest the 
outlook is glosmy. 
fire has jumped the Cardinal 
river and jis now in close proximity 
to the Grave Flats cabin. Soom it may 
menace the graves of Indians who 
many years ago roamed the country 
andn later gave this section of the for- 
est its name.

An extensive program of research 
work along poultry lines will be under- 
taken by J. H. Hare who has been 
poultry commissioner and who under 
the new arrangement will also take 
over the work of directing the Provin- 
cial Poultry Plant at Oliver where this 
research work will be carried on. It 
is felt by Mr. Hoadley that there {sg a 
broad field for work along this line in 
the interests of the poultry industry 
which is steadily growing in {mport- 
ance and Mr. Hare who {fs particularly 
well qualified for this work will de- 
vote his entire time to a series of in- 
vestigations dealing with poultry dis- 
eases and various problems involved 
in the breeding, feeding, rearing and 
housing of poultry under Alberta con- 
ditions. The Minister is confident that 
under the new arrangements announc- 
ed above, valuable contributions will 
be made to the poultry industry of the 
province. The Department will work 
in close co-operation with the various 
poultry organizations, including the 
Poultry Pool, the R.O.P. Association, 
the Turkey Breeders’ Association, ac- 
credited and approved flock breeders 
and owners of farm flocks. It is recog- 
nized that poultry raising is rapidly 
‘becoming an important branch of the 
farming industry and it is the desire 
of the Department to give every pos- 
sible assistance and encouragement to 
this important activity. 


THOUSAND FIRES 
RAGE IN FORESTS 


Victoria, B.C., Aug. 5.—With the 
number of forest fires in British Co- 
lumbia up to the present time well 
over the 1,000 mark, surpassing all 
previous years, this province still 
faces an extremely serious situation 
in this respect, according to the week- 
ly bulletin of the forest protection 
branch here. 

Hot and dry and extremely hazard- 
ous conditions prevail practically 
throughout the province, having ex- 
tended during last week. Unless a 
break in the weather occurs soon, ex- 
tensive fires and heavy losses are ex- 
pected.

As a result of this condition active 
steps are being taken by the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture to meet 
the situation, and the following an- 
nouncement by the Hon, George Hoad- 
ley, Minister of Agriculture, will be of 
great interest to farmers who are 
faced with this problem. 

Many of the farmers in the south 
several years ago had to meet the 
same problem and solve it without the 
expenditure of much capital. A few 
leaves from their experience may be 
of value now to those faced with sim- 
ilar conditions. 

The ordinary grain binder ds but 
poorly adapted to the harvesting of 
such crop. Some of the cut grain is 
lost in the elevating and more by the 
time it passes the packers; sheaves 
are poorly bound or not bound at all 
with the result that much of the grain 
is lost in handling. To overcome the 
drawbacks of the binder for harvest- 
ing such grain, the header has been 
invented and is now used extensively 
in some districts, but since the pres- 
ent conditions are not likely to be 
soon repeated, the purchase of head- 
erg would not be justified. It is pos- 
sible, however, to make certain chang- 
es in the binder at low expense that 
will enable it to do similar work to 
that done by the header. Such chang- 
es are outlined beiow: 

First remove the sheaf carrier and 
binder parts and the idle roller. An 
extension elevator is then added to the 
ordinary, elevator, so that instead of 
using only one elevator canvas three 
are employed. The front and rear 
sides of the extension are built sim- 
ilar to the original elevators. The 
drive is from the upper rollers of the 
extennded elevator. This drive is se- 
cured by bolting to the upper front 
end of the extended elevator another 
gear assembly like the one on the 
upper front of the short elevator. The 
two gear assemblies are connected by 
a square rod with a universal joint at 
eqch end. It will be found necessary 


in the upper gear assembly to key the, 


frontend of lower elevator roller shaft 
to the gear otherwise the gear would 
unscrew from the roller shaft, as the 
strain is reversed on the threds. This 
re, be done bv drilling a hole into 
roller shaft and half into gear. 
the hole, and screw in a bolt for a 
key. The lower end of the extension 
elevator is hinged on one bolt at each) 
side to permit of flexibility in up and; 
down motion. The extension elevator | 
is suspended in proper position ‘by 
means cf a rod attached to a ball at 
the upper end. The rod® extends from, 
the hole to the platform frames be- 
hind the grain wheel. | 

It is an advantage to increase the’ 
speed of the canvas to insure more ef- | 
fective delivery of the grain.. This is 
effected by wrapping the driving rol- 
lers with one thickness of narrow belt- 
ing and by putting on a speed sprock- 
et, which can be secured from the 
various machine companies. In order 
o srbtuh the heads on to the plat-| 
form canvas more effectively and | 
keep the guards clear the reel slats | 
should be widened about three inches: 
by nailing on them some flexible ma- 
terial such as linoleum or very heavy ; 
canvas. A more durable arrangement | 
is to hinge another reel slat to each | 
regular one by means of three narrow | 
strips of belting. For windy weather | 
a canvas hcod may be attached over ' 
the upper end of the elevator. 

Two ways of handling the cut grain, 
are suggested. The one involving the |

the use of ordinary wagon racks as re- } 
ceptacles for the cut grain,—a wagon | 
being drawn along the side of the con- , 
verted binder. It will be necessary to | 
make the bottom, sides and ends of 
the rack tight, and it may be advis- 
able to lower the side of the rack next ! 
the binder ,so that the elevator may 
project well above it. j

so that while one is unloading the 
grain at the stack the other would be

grain {6 reasonably mature. 

Tho othor method of handling the 
cut grain ealls for tho use of what ts 
known as a header-barge which has 
been In successful use for several 
years In sections of the province. The 
barge is a specially constructed port- 
able form about seven feet square | 
which moulds the stack as the grain| 
pours Into tt from the binder. A man! 
in the barge spreads the grain and 
tramps it, and whon it 1s full and top-' 
ped off, making a stack about elght 
feet high, the barge Is tilted back and 
the grain ts slid out. The stacks are 
letf with perpendicular sides and tops 
that shed the rain. The grain cures 
well in these small stacks and pro- 
duces a good grade. 

There are three ways of threshing 
these stacks—first they may be = ar- 
ranged in groups so that the separator 
may be set among them; second they 
may be placed in rows and a portable 
thresher or combine moved from stack 
to stack, or third they may be ar- 
ranged In rows and moved by means 


a separator. 

Those interested in building a barge 
may secure blueprints and specifica- 
tions by writing to the Department of 
Agriculture, Edmonton, 

Elevator extensions ready for at- 
tachment to the binder may be secur- 
ed from a number of the farm machin- 
ery companies in the province, or the 
farmer may construct this equipment 
himself at a very reasonable cost, and |} 
the necessary expense wiil be repaid 
many times over in the additional | 
amount of grain saved by harvesting 
in this way. 

A number of machines are being 
equipped for demonstration purposes 
and these will be located at various 
points in the province. These may be 
seen during the coming week at Veg- 
reville, Vermilion, Sedgewick, Coron- 
ation, Camrose, Swalwell, Stettler and 
at the Provincial Government Farm at 
Oliver. Each of the machines will be 
in charge of a representative of the 
Department of Agriculture who will 
be glad to assist farmers in the dis- 
trict in similarly adapting their bind- 
ers to harvest short grain.

W. A. Kingsland, general man- 
eager, Western Region, Winnipeg, 
to be general manager, Central 
Region, with headquarters at To- 
ronto, 

Col. T. A. Hiam to be agsistant 
to the president, with headquarters 
at Vancouver; to represent the exe- 
cutive in British Columbia and col- 
laborate with all departments in 
matters affecting the company’s 
interests. 

A, A. Tisdale, assistant to the 
general manager, Western Region, 
Winnipeg, to be general manager 
Western Region, with headquarters 
at Winnipeg. 

J. R. Cameron, assistant general 
manager, Western Region, Van- 
couver, at his own request, retired 
on superannuation after many 
years of service. 

B. T. Chappell, general superin- 
tendent of the Saskatchewan dis- 
trict, with headquarters at Saska- 
toon. to be general superintendent 
of the British Columbia district, 
with headquarters at Vancouver. 

C. Forrester, superintendent. at 
London, Ontario, to be general 
superintendent. of the Saskatche- 
wan district, with headquarters at 
Saskatoon. 

The appointment of a vice-presi- 
dent. in charge of the Western Reg- 
ion of the company has been under 
advisement by general headquar- 
ters for some time and it is a step 
which meets the genera] desire of 
the business men of the west. Mr. 
A. E. Warren needs no introduction 
to the west.
